consisting of cornelian, chalcedony, turquoise, jade, etc., minutely 
engraved with the Quranic texts of protection, and for good 
health, the ninety-nine names of Allah, mysterious or cabalistic 
names of angels and magical squares. Some of these amulets 
are unique and of historical interest. For example, No. 33, 
the largest in this collection, is minutely engraved with the whole 
verses of protection, and in the centre is the name of the owner, 
“Sultan Shah,” inlaid in gold. Sultan Shah, according to 
Lane-Pool’s “‘Muhammadan Dynasties,” p. 154, reigned in 
Syria, 508-511 A.H. (A.D. 1114-17), Nos. 25, 35 and 53 are en- 
graved with Kufic inscriptions and date back to between the 
10th and 11th Centuries, A.D. No. 30 is a unique amulet, 
although it is the latest in this collection, as it is dated “‘ In 
the year 1029 ”’ A.H. (A.D. 1619). The Persians, more than other 
nations, seem always to have been firm believers in astrology. 
Hence their amulets are frequently of an astrological character 
showing constellations and the signs of the Zodiac. 

Most of these Amulets were engraved by the Persian gem en- 
gravers, and as such they have ever been famous among the 
Eastern nations. For fuller details see Murdoch Smith’s Persian 
Art at the South Kensington Museum, page 82. 

All the inscriptions have been carefully deciphered and trans- 
lated into English. 

The description and uses of these amulets, as worn in olden 
times by Muhammadans, are based upon the details given in 
the works of Stanley Poole, George Sale, Sir William Muir, 
Bobov. de Pree, Reland Dissert de Gemmis Arab, pp. 235-239, 
and Prof. Hughes’ Dictionary of Islam. In the above works 
we find that all precious and semi-precious stones were supposed 
to possess virtues of their own ; for example, jade is celebrated 
in Asia for its effect on the heart and kidneys, whence its name 
is scientifically known as “ Nephrites.’”” Turquoise is consid- 
ered to be a safeguard against cataract and all eye troubles, etc. 
There is an Arabic book “ Kitab Mujarihat,’”’ by Shaikh Ahmad 
Al-Dirbi which contains many directions for the uses and writing 
of amulets, charms, etc., for health and blessing, etc. 

The list and measurements of the amulets are by Prof. Dr. R. 
Zeller of the Historical Museum at Berne, Switzerland.

66 AMULET: Persian turquoise of unusually large size, worn as a brooch, 


originally set with diamonds and other precious stones, engraved 
with the following inscription in Nasta’liq characters, taken from 
the Quran, Chapter 65, verses 2 and 3. It may be translated 
as follows :— 
“He who fears God, God will make for him an issue and will 
feed him from whence he does not expect, and he who trusts 
in God, God will suffice him. Verily God will accomplish 
His will and God has assigned to everything an appointed 
time.” 
In the last line is an invocation to God : “ O rich one, O granter 
of wealth.” 
According to Qazwini, the famous Arabian traveller and author, 
turquoise, among the Persians, is regarded as the lucky stone, 
and in addition, this amulet has the verses for prosperity. 
In Arabian medicine, a turquoise is applied to the eye asa remedy 
for cataract and recommended by Avicenna and other ancient 
physicians as a safeguard against all ophthalmic troubles. As 
a birth-stone, turquoise stands for the month of December and 
the virtue it symbolizes is prosperity, as well as good health.

Persian 
llth Century, excavated at Musala, a ruin near Hamadan. 
Such cups were used by kings and wise men in ancient times as 
Joseph’s cup for divining (Gen. 44:15). The Muhammadans 
ascribe much of Solomon’s wisdom to his possession of a divining 
cup. The ancient Persians praised the cup of King Jamshid 
which penetrated “ the world ”’ and it has become the constant 
theme of the poetry and mythology of Persia, saying it was 
originally discovered full of elixir of immortality while laying 
the foundations of Persepolis. Homer describes Nestor’s cup 
in similar manner, while Alexander the Great possessed a cup 
with which he could exchange glances with that on the Rhodian 
Colossus. 


A similar cup exists in the Victoria and Albert Museum and 
another in glass, also found at Hamadan, in the Eumorfopoulos 
collection.
